removable manner ; 

whereby said first member traverses said frame.

3. (Original) The device of Claim h wherein said scent is applied to said first member 
by immersing said first member in a liquid composition having said scent and upon withdrawal 
of the first member, said liquid solidifying upon said first member.

5. (Original) The device o^Claim 1, wherein said first member comprised of a first 
layer and a second layer and at least a scenting element is maintained between said first layer and 
said second layer upon installation of said ixame, 

6. (Original) The device of Claim 5, wherein said scenting element is spherical. 

7. (Previously Amended) The device of Qaim 1 , wherein said attaching means is 
selected from a group consisting of hook and loop fasteners, "S'* hook fasteners, pins, barbs, 
clips, clamps, adhesives, and tapes. 

8. (Original) The device of Claim 1, wherein said attaching means is connected to an air 
filter widiin said airflow conduit selected from a group consisting of at least a heating, an air 
conditioning, and ventilating system.

a substantialiv rigid mounting means removably receiving said firame therein^ and said 

mounting means having an attaching means for attachment thereof to the heating., air 

conditioning, and ventilating system; 

said mountmfc means is substantially "IT' shaped and has an inwa rdly opening groove of 

sufficient depth to accommodate said fi'ame in a slidinglv removable manner and having a 

tapered shape at upper ends of said 'TT* to allow insertion of said frame .

member is substanliallv porous to allow airflow therethrough: 
said frame is made of a subbtantiailv rigid material; 

the vent cover further comprising a front surface, said front surface defining a plurality of 

slotted openings therein; 

a peripheral wall extending in a rearward direction from said front surface; 

an aperture being defined on a portion of said peripheral wall; 

whereby said aperture is adapted to receive the scenting device in a removable, yet 
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secure, maim<?r such that the frame occludes the aperture when the scentittg device is installed. 

20. (Original) The combination of claim 19, whereia the vent cover further comprises at 
least a retaining means that traverses across substantially opposing portions of said wall sucli tliai 
the scenting device is maintained between the front surface and said retaining means.
